Tracing its history, the Journal d'Hy- 
(jic-i.e states that the papyrus was one of 
the first plants used in making fans. In 
ancient Greece, the first fans were made 
of branches of myrtle, acacia and p.ane 
tree. It was not until the fifth century 
B. C., that the peacock was known in 
Greece, and from this epoch dates the use 
among Grecian ladies of the peacock's 
tail as a new and elegant kind of fan. As 
the fan-maker's art extended, tho use of 
feathers alone came to be discarded, as 
they were found too pliable, and the idea 
was conceived of placing between each 
pair of feathers a thin strip of wood. 
Fans are often mentioned in Latin au- 
thors. Plautus refers to the JtabeHferrce, 
or female slaves, who carried parasols 
and fans, to shade and drive away flies 
from their mistresses. Fans of peacock's 
feathers remained in fashion through the 
middle ages up to {he seventeenth centu- 
ry, not only in Italy but in England and 
France. Fans of ostrich feathers came 
into favor gradually, excluding those of 
peacock feathers, and such fans appear in 
Titian'* pictures.- • Leaves of palm-trees, 
raedi and odoriferous woods are among 


was repealed in the fall of 18C7. Gov- 
ernor Claflin in his inaugural address, 
January, 1809, said : 


" i moral and Christian people can not

The 
State prison, jails, and houses of correc- 
tion are being rapidly filled, and will soon 
require enlarged accommodations if the 
commitments continue to increase as they 
have since the present law went into 
force. 
The increase of commitments for 


the eight months previous to the 1st of 
October, 1808, over the same time in 
1807, is remarkable, and demands the 
attention of the community. 
In the 


eight months alluded to, in 1867, 65 per- 
sons were committed to the State prison, 
in th-> same period in 1808, there were 
130 commitments—more than double the 
number of the previous year. It may be, 
perhaps, that all this increase is not due 
to the ease and freedom with which in- 
toxicating liquors can bo obtained, but 
few v ill deny that much the largest part 
is chargeable to this cause." 


Tho Chief Constable of the Common- 


wealth, reported to the Legislature (Jan- 
uary, 1809):

the various cities and towns, about two 
thousand five hundred open bars, and

Temperance reformers will find food for 


reflection, if for no more serious feeling, 
in the official report of the Internal Rev- 
enue laircau, of the immense increase in 
the qu mtity of fermented liquors return- 
ed for taxation in this country. Thus, 
while it appears that in 1870 the quantity 
of fermented liquors returned for taxa- 
tion to the Commissioner of 
Internal 


Revenue was 6,574,000 barrels of 31 gal- 
lons each, there was returned during the 
fiscal jear ending June 30,1880,13,847,- 
000 barrels. Reduced to gallons, these 
figures show that during the last fiscal 
year there was manufactured and con- 
sumed in the United States nearly 414,- 
000,000 gallons of fermented liquors. 
Assuming that the population is 50,000,- 
000, this would show a consumption of 
fermented domestic liquors liquors last 
year equal to about 8J gaUons per capita, 
or more than one-fourth of a barrel for 
every man, woman and child in the coun- 
try. Or, estimating as the saloon-keep- 
ers ara said to do, that each gallon of 
beer contains 25 
over b;irs, these 


glasses of the size sold 
figures again show that 


about every eighteen 'hours every man, 
woman and child in the country assuages 
itsthiist with a draught of the popular 
Teutonic beverage.—Press.

OUEIOUS USES AHD VOBK8 OP AITS. 


At tho recout Southboro session of the 


Massachusetts State Board of Agriculture, 
Prof. E. S. Morse gave the following, cu- 
awus particulars, about ants : 


The ant belongs to a family of insects 


such as wasps, bees, hornets, but is the 
superior of them all, as are the elephant, 
the horse, and the dog, in other lines of 
animal life. Auts arc constructed with 
tho "back" bone in front, and the heart 
and other internal organs ou the opposite 
side are put together upside down.jis \»e 


1 might think. Their mouth is for biting 
| and swallowing food only, not for breath- 
ing. Their bite is so determined and 
lasting that they arc used in some coun- 
tries for confining the edges of wounds, 
und cuts. Ants' heads arc presented to 
tho cut surface, which they grasp with 
their nippers, when their bodies are cut 
ofi' leaving a whole row of them to hold 
the flesh. They are cheaper than stick- 
ing plaster in some countries. 


As an illustration of t'.ieir Ingenuity 


and intelligence, it was stated that they 
sometimes excavate tuimels under rivers 
of considerable depth a,nd width, and use 
the tunnels for transporting supplies. 
They dig wells twenty feet deep and a 
foot in diameter fordriiiking water. The 
harvesting ants plant seeds on farms, 
which they cultivate with groat skill und 
neatness, keeping every weed down and 
harvesting the grain, curing and storing 
it safely in weather-proof cavities in the 
soil. They also organize into divisions 
with commanders, each individual doing 
u certain kind of work. Some ants are 
smart enough for engineers, while other* 
only know enough to do as they are told. 
They can count and make correct esti- 
mates of tho magnitude of an undertak- 
ing, as proved by observers. 


Eight chrysalidec(often called the eggs 


of ants) were placed in a path where ants 
travel. 
A single individual found them 


and undertook to remove them to their 
home. Several were carried by the single 
ant patiently enough, but whon twenty 
chrysolidcs were placed in the heap, an- 
other ant wits found engaged in the work. 
The pile was increased at intervals till 
eighty ants engaged in the. undertaking, 
showing that workers were detailed ac- 
cording to tho demands of the case. 


Ants' battles sometimes last many 


days, in one case seven weeks, tho victors 
finally taking the stores and removing 
them to their own houses. Their wars 
are quite as justifiable as those of men, 
when the object—pillage—is the same. 
They have the power, too, of knowing 
members of their own communities even 
after six months' absence. Strangers aro 
always driven off or killed. They are 
very helpful to each other, and show 
sympathy in case of accident or sickness. 
Some families of ants build arched roads 
covered by an arch of clay or mortar for 
protection against enemies, and show 
great skill in the work, which is under the 
supervision of trained engineers, who or- 
der a rebuilding if the work is not perfect. 
Some kinds of ants keep cows, build cow- 
yards, and milk their cows regularly, and 
don't throw milking stools at them either 
to make them "give down," but pat nnd 
stroke their backs very tenderly. Of 
course these cows are the plant aphides so 
familiar to all farmers and gardeners.

Then a tax levy of 40 


ents on $100 produced a revenue of 
18,936,874; now a levy of 50 cents pro- 
luces $2,100,000, and the State cannot 
land any more. The' aggregate of city,

The differ- 
ence between the principal debt of Vir- 
ginia under the Riddleberger bill anc 
under the McCulloch bill consists in the 
fact that the latter capitalized the simple 
and compound interest which accruec 
during the period of war and reconstruc- 
tion.

Inde- 
pendent of that, the exaction is beyonc 
the ability of the State. The highest net 
revenue under the levy which nobody 
proposes to increase is $2,100,000; the 
government expenses require $900,000, 
the schools $500,000, leaving only $700,- 
000 to be applied to the debt. This wil 
pay three per cent, on $20,000,000, and 
leave a surplus of $100,000. But there 
is a pressing floating debt of $2,552,000, 
which, if the credit of the State is re-es- 
tablished, can he provided for by a short 
loan.

The 
design of this rule is to prevent books 
from being kept for a long period, circu- 
lating among particular groups of people, 
thus preventing other shareholders from 
an equal chance of obtaining them. 
Whether the rule will accomplish all it 
was intended for, remains to be seen, but 
one thing is assured, and that is that by 
means of the "Application Book," one 
shareholder lias the same opportunity as 
any other to obtain any book in the Li- 
brary. The new rule will not accomplish 
everything, however, for no plan has yet 
been thought of, whereby each person 
who desires a particular book can have it 
at the same time, when there fe but one 
copy of the volume wished for in the Li- 
brary. The Doylestown Library as'well 
as ours has had difficulty in regard to the 
matter the "Application Book" is ex- 
pected to remedy, and we commend to 
the Doylestown Library the action of the 
managers of the Bristol Library.

HOUIKHOLO SOAP MAKING.—Mr. W. 


Menric«gN«*i" Tft* CfcmM <u*t Drug- 
yin UM Mta IK prtttic.1 «clpe for 
making *Mp * ittwut toiling: Tii« ex- 
actly ten pounds of double refined 08 per 
cent, caustic &>da powder (Groenbank), 
put it in any iaa or jar with forty-five 
poimb (fcur nrul a botf gaHons) of water, 
stir it once or t \ricc, when it will dissolve 
immediately anil become quite hot, let it 
stand until the lye thus made is cold. 
Weigh out and place in any convenient 
Teasel for mixing exactly seventy-five 
pounds of clean grease, tallow, or oil (not 
mineral oil). 
J f grease or tallow be used, 


melt it slowly over the fire until it is 
liquid and just warm—say temperature 
not over 1009 1 . If oil be used no heat- 
ing is required 
Pour the lye slowly into 


the melted greiie or oil in a small stream 
continuously, at the same time stirring 
with a flat wooden stlrrer about three 
inches broad; continue gently stirring 
unti! the rye and grease are thoroughly 
combined and m appearance like honey. 
Do not stir too long or the mixture will 
separate itself again. The time required 
varies somewhat with the weather and the 
kind of tallow, grease, or oil used; from 
fifteen to twenty minutes will be enough. 
When the mixing is completed, pour off 
the liquid soap into any old square box 
for a mold sufficiently large to hold it, 
previously dampening the tides with wa- 
ter so as to prevent the soap sticking. 
Wrap up the box well with old blankets, 
or,better still,|>ut it in a warm place until 
the next day, »hen the box will contain 
a block of 180 pounds of soap, which can 
afterward be (ut up with a wire. Re- 
member the chief points in the above di- 
rections, which must be exactly followed. 
The lye must be allowed to cool. 
If 


melted Ullow or grease be used it must 
not be more than warm. 
The exact 


weights of double refined 98 per cent. 
powdered caustic soda and tallow or 
oil must be taken; also the lye must be 
stirred into the grease, not grease or oil 
added to the 1} o. If the grease or tallow 
used be not c lean, or contains salt, it 
must be " rendered," or purified, previous 
to use, that is to say, boiled with water 
and allowed to become hard again to 
throw out 
th«> impurities. 
Any salt 


present will spoil the whole operation en- 
tirely, but discolored or rancid grease or 
tallow is just as good as fresh for soap- 
making purposes. 


If the soap turn out streaky and uneven 


it has not been thoroughly mixed. If very 
shar)> to the tuste, too much soda has 
been taken. I f soft, mild, and greasy, 
too little soda lias been used. In either 
case it must now be thrown into a pan, 
and brought to a boil with a little more 
water. In the first case boiling is all 
that is necessary ; in the other instnncos 
a very little oil or a very little more 
of the doubly-refined powdered caustic 
soda most be ad dud to the water. These 
things will never happen, however if the 
direction* are exactly followed, and after 
the soap as been made several times with 
the experience thus gained, the process 
is extremely easy, ana the result will be 
always a good batch of soap. Beef tal- 
low makes the liardest soap, mutton fat a 
rather softer soap, of oils, cotton seed 
is the cheapest and best, but the soap is 
much softer, lathering very freely indeed. 
Ordinary household fat or dripping will 
make a nice soap, and in many places can 
be obtained at a trifling cost, and in ex- 
change for goods sold. Such grease, how- 
ever, must be carefully examined for 
salt, which it often contains. It will be 
evident that any siraller quantity of .soap 
can be made at a time, according to the 
above directions, by taking the ingredi- 
ents in exact proportion. It is not ad- 
visable to make more than double the 
quantity prescribed, as it is difficult to 
work more by land. 


BICARBONAIS or 
SODA IN TOOTH- 


ACHE.—Dr. ]>ickworth contributes a 
short memorandum on this subject. 
He 


was called on to treat a case of very se- 
ven: toothache and tried various ordi- 
nary remedies, including chloroform and 
carbolic acid, without any benefit to the 
the patient. He then remembered hav- 
ing read that the pain might be relieved 
by holding in the mouth a solution of bi- 
carbonate of soda. He at once gave the 
patient half a drachm in an ounce of wa- 
ter, and, to his astonishment, the pain 
ceased immediately, and complete relief 
was secured. 
He thinks that as the 


remedy is so simple, and the disease so 
distressing and oiien intractable, this 
treatment may be worthy of notice and 
imitation. 


DBLICIOUS (is AH AM MUFFINS.—Add 


two beaten eggs to one pint of milk, stir 
In two cups of Graham flour and one tea- 
spoon of baking powder. Bake in a quick 
oren fifteen minutes. These are made 
very quickly. 


BETRAYED BY HIS CHILD. 


A New York dispatch says : The arrest 


of B. Dole Bryant, the sewing machine 
agent, who was taken into custody at the 
Erie Railroad depot, in Jersey City, on 
Friday night, on a charge of embezzle- 
ment, was accomplished in a singular 
manner. Bryant was for years manager 
of the Singer Sewing Machine Company's 
branch office in Albany. He hod the im- 
plicit confidence of the company. He 
had a family, and was reputed to be of 
sober and steady habits. Some time ago 
he became acquainted 
with Albany 


"sporting" men, and under their influ- 
ence soon fell into bad habits. In a short 
time he had embezzled f 3,000 of the 
company's funds, and being unable to re- 
place it, he fed to New York without 
giving any hint of his destination, even 
to his wife.
